According to Elba’ Police 
Department investigator Dean 
Blair, the Elba Fire Department 
was dispatched to the scene of a 
fire at the old Rocky Head 
Missionary Baptist Church 
Sunday morning, Aug. 31, at 
approximately 9/20 a.m 

The church is located on 
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Coffee County Road 243 just off 
Alabama Highway 125, and 
upon arrival, Blair said the fire 
fighters found the church build 
ing to be fully engulfed in 
flames 

Five Star Volunteer Fire 
Department from the Victoria 
Community also was dispatched 
to the scene to assist the Elba 
Fire Department, and Blair said 
the departments soon were able 
to bring the fire under control 
However he said the building 
was totally destroyed by the 
flames

After the fire was extin 
guished, Blair said he immedi 
ately contacted the state fire 
marshal’s office for assistance, 
and this department responded 
quickly to begin investigating 
the scene to try and determine if 
arson might be a factor 

According to Blair, no one in 
the area of the church noticed 
anything suspicious before the 
fire was discovered, and no evi- 
dence has been found at this 
time during the investigation to 
suggest arson or any other foul 
play.

Next Tuesday Alabama voters will journey to the polls and cast 
#1, the massive, complicated and confusing effort championed by 
Govemor Bob Riley to cure the state's staggering financial woos 

Some of our friends are strongly in favor of the many faceted pro 
posal and other friends are equally strongly opposed. We are 100% 
with our friends v 

Tme, this position will more than likely offend many on both 
sides of the issue, In our view, the list of weaknesses in this collec 
tion of bills is limitless, Probably the worst is the pile of fresh 
money it will give the legislators - ind already has lobbyists sal) 
vating over the once-in-a-lifetime potential for windfalls. But also 
many of the needs are real 

Whether the new laws will bring in $1.2 billion. $1.4 or even after 
the recession ends, as much as $2 billion, the money will soon be 
absorbed by needs. both real and created 

Of course confusion will probably ultimately get credit for the 
downfall of this measure, Both sides have made statements about 
the bills which appear to be, well misleading at best. While there 
are always those who resort to scare tactics as strength for a partic 
ular position, pro or con, We think much of the current contusion ts 
just that - confusion - confusion over completed wording in hun 
dreds of pages of proposed laws and ideas that at first blush are rad 
ical thinking for Alabama citizens 

Govemor Bob Riley has said “trust me” but so Wave countless 
other Alabama politicians for generations. We have not been given 
enough hard reasoning, nor positive actions to “Trust Boh” but that 
matters little, as he is just the temporary keeper of the keys. The leg 
islature will still have the final word on how any money is dis 
pensed. Whatever financial discretion a sitting governor enjoys 1s 
allowed by the legislature. and limited at best 

The Citizens Oversight Committee will have ne authority except 
to promote the political caréers of real and wantabe politicitins 

Much has been written and spoken about the extreme pork poh 
cies of legislator Roger Bedford and funding for family run groups 
by Hank Sanders, but when local lawmakers try the same things, we 
applaud them back home for “good legislation” Bedford or Sanders 
could be stopped dead in their tracks if other lawmakers didn’t go 
along to ensure getting a piece of the pie for their own districts: This 
financial abuse is ingrained in our system and will continue until 
voters statewide decide enough is enough and elect legislators who 
will place the good of all Alabama over buying votes back home 
with pork , . . or even our own prized community enhancement 
checks.

Dear Editor, 

Many people have questions 
about what each of the bills of 
the Tax Reform and 
Accountability Plain means 
Overall, the package of 19 bills 
makes major changes to 
Alabama's tax system, Changes 
are phased in over five years 
and will result in approximately 
$1.2 billion annually for the 
state to fund services including 
corrections. education, human 
resources, public health, public 
safety, and transportation. The 
package criminalizes pass- 
through pork, changes the 
teacher tenure system, requires 
public employees to pay a larger 
portion of their health insurance 
costs, and creates a merit-based 
college scholarship program 

Summaries of cach bill areon 
the Internet at 
www. balch. com/resources/rley 
plan/, Reading these summaries 
takes only minutes, while 
neglecting to become familiar 
with the impact of the total 
package results in living with 
the effects of an uninformed 
vote. This plan provides long 
term solutions and a fairer tax 
system. It increases accounta 
bility of how state money 1s 
spent, and it adds revenue. If 
there is a question of whether 
the tax system will be fairer, 
voters should learn about the 
entire package of tax measures 
rather than. a select few of the 
hills. If the plan is approved, all 
citizens will contribute to the 
state’s budget but it will be 
through different ways. Some 
will pay more than others 
through taxes, particularly indi- 
viduals and companies that own 
larger amounts of property 
and/or higher-valued properties. 

Alabama has economic prob- 
lems. The Tax Reform and 
Accountability Plan is not a 
simple fix to the state's prob- 
lems — there is no simple or 
painless remedy for the apparent 
out-of-control problems of 
Alabama’s finances. Although 
the tax reform plan is not per- 
fect, no better options exist.

ADOR reminds 
corporate filers 3rd 
quarter AL estimated 
income tax return due 


The Alabama Department 
of Revenue reminds calendar- 
year corporate taxpayers that 
the deadline for filing and 
paying the third quarter esti- 
mated corporate income tax 
installment is Sept: 15, 2003 

A provision contained in the 
federal Jobs and Growth Tax 
Relief Reconciliation Act of 
2003 (JGTRR) allows calen- 
dar-year corporate taxpayers 
to defer making _ their 
September 2003. federal. pay- 
ment until Oct. 1, 2003. The 
federal JGTRR does not 
extend the filing and payment 
deadline for state taxes; the 
October 1 date applies only to 
federal taxes. 

“Some corporate taxpayers 
filing Alabama estimated 
income (lax retums may 
assume that the federal Oct. ], 
2003, filing and payment 
deferral automatically applies 
to the Alabama-return.- Ipdoes 
not,” explained State Revenue 
Commissioner Dwight 
Carlisle. 

Corporations pay estimated 
tax if their Alabama income 
tax is expected to be greater 
than $5,000 annually. The tax 
is paid in four installments by 
the 15th day of the: fourth, 
sixth, ninth, and 12th months 
of the corporation’s tax year. 
The third quarter installment 
payment for Alabama calen- 
dar-year taxpayers is due Sept. 
15, 2003. 

Alabama imposes a penalty 
for delinquent corporate 
returns and payments. If a

Tropical Storm Bill, soaking 
the Gulf Coast recently, is a 
good reminder that natural dis- 
asters are still a threat in a post 
9/11 world.

But even with two named 
storms already this season, it's 
not too late for residents of hur- 
ricane-prone stales — even those 
inland — to prepare for whai may 


torrential rain to Mississippi and 
Florida, and to states along the 
Atlantic, 

Hurricane Floyd, years before 
Allison, did the same thing — 13 
states were inundated with 
daunting floods that stole from 
residents all they'd worked for 
their whole tives. Only when 
residents are as ready for the 
water as they are for the wind 
can there be true damage pre- 
venuion. 

FEMA, now part of the 
Department of Homeland 
Security, remains ready to help 
communities hit by this year's 
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water. As little as six inches of 
water can sweep a car away. 
Think ahead about what to do 
with pets, too, since they should 
not be left behind.

Brantley Bulldogs tame 
Tigers 33-7 in opener

The Elba Tigers journeyed across the Crenshaw County line 
Friday night to kick off the 2003 football season against the highly- 
touted Brantley Bulldogs and found out first hand just why the 
Bulldogs are picked as one of the state’s top teams as Brantley rolled 
over the Tigers 33-7. 

Brantley took the opening kick off and quickly marched 7! yards 
in only five plays to get on the scoreboard. The touchdown came 
when Devaris Skanes went seven yards around the left end on a toss 
sweep, and Cedric Jones booted the extra-point to give Brantley a 7- 
(0) lead with 10:05 remaining in the first quarter 

Elba managed to move the chains only once on ts first offensive 
possession of the night and was forced to punt, but the Tigers got the 
ball right back only two plays later when Marchello Reed pounced 
on a Brantley bobble at the Elba 34-yardline 

Brantley put the ball in play at the Elba 38-yardline early in the 
second quarter following a short Tiger punt and marched into the 
endzone to add to its lead. A 22-yard scamper by Devans Skanes 
quickly moved the Bulldogs to the Elba 16, and even though a 
penalty backed the ‘Dogs up to the 21, it did little to slow the scor- 
ing march. A pass from Channing Spivey to Marcel Stamps in the 
flats turned into a 20-yard gain as Stamps pulled away from a num- 
ber of Elba defenders and bulled his way to within’mches of the goal 
line, and on the next snap Jamyal Jones went in for the score. The 
extra-point try failed, but with 9:59 remaining in the second quartel 
Brantley’s lead was up to 13-0. 

Elba’s Joseph Platt halted a Bulldog threat later inthe half when 
he recovered a Brantley fumble at the Elba 40-yardline, but the 
Tiger offense again failed to mount a drive against the hard hitting 
Brantley defense and turned the ball back over to Brantley near mid- 
field after an unsuccessful faked punt attempt. 

Brantley headed back toward the Elba endzone and reached the 
Tigers’ 17-yardline, only to see the clock reach ;00 with the 
Bulldogs still on top 13-0 when a Channing Spivey pass upped otf 
the hands of Marcel Stamps in the endzone. 

At halftime it was obyious the members of the two bands had also 
been hard at work during the off-season as the Marching Tigers of 
Elba High and the Emerald Wave of Brantley High School both 
treated the large crowd to excellent performances. 

Elba received the second half kick off and behind the hard run- 
ning of Kimmy Hill quickly raced down the field. Hill got the ball 
six times on the drive and gained 49 yards as the Tigers reached a 
fourth down and goal at the Brantley 6-yardline. However, on the 
key fourth down play Brantley’s Devaris Skanes made a touchdown 
saving tackle after a short pass completion from Brandon Kelley to 
Hill. and Elba was turned away without putting any points on its 
side of the scoreboard. 

Brantley began its ensuing possession at its own 3-yurdline and 
marched 97 yards in 12 plays to take command of the contest. A Key 
play in the long scoring march was a 27-yard dash by Channing 
Spivey, while Devaris Skanes went up the middle for the final two 
yards and the touchdown, while Cedric Jones tacked on the extra- 
point to up the Bulldogs’ lead to 20-0 with 2:22 remaining in the 
third quarter. 

The Elba offense continued to move the chains on its next pos- 
session and moved across midfield on a beautiful 32-yard pass com- 
pletion from Brandon Kelley to Kirby Gray. A penalty for an illegal 
block on the following play backed the Tigers up; however, and 
Elba failed to overcome the penalty as the drive stalled. 

The Tigers got the ball back at the Brantley 27-yardline following 
another Bulldog bobble, but two penalties and two incomplete pass-

The Bulldogs needed only four plays to cover the 65 yards to pay- 
dirt, as Channing Spivey ate up a large chunk of real estate with a 
36-yard scamper and Devaris Skanes scored his third touchdown of 
the game on a 24-yard dash off right tackle.

Insect repellants containing DEET present few problems for mos! 
people when used as directed, but some experience skin irritation 
after using it. To avoid reactions from various insect repellents 
apply sparingly. Care should be taken not to put clothes on ove 
areas where DEET has been applied. Apply it to the outer layer o! 
clothing instead. When I have to use a repellant I wash it off at the 
first opportunity when I am out of the reach of mosquitoes. If you 
have a reaction to repellents containing DEET, try a brand with i 
lower concentration. Repellent may be necessary when fishing and 
doing camp chores, but you don’t need it in a tent with insect screen 
ing. Remember to always zip the mesh door to a tent immediately 
when entering or exiting or you may end up with a tent full of pic 
nicking mosquitoes that night.

County BOE approves FY2004 budget

Although tentatively, the 
Coffee County Board of 
Education yoted last Thursday 
evening, Sept. 4, to adopt its 
Fiscal Year 2004 budget during 
the regular monthly meeting of 
the board. 

The board had conducted two 
public budget hearings prior to 
the adoption of the budget, and 
Superintendent Dr. Linda 
Ingram said she recommended 
the adoption of the budget pend- 
ing adoption of the state budget. 

According to the adopted 
budget, school officials antici- 
pate total annual revenues of 
$13,197,662 and total expendi- 
tures of $13,411,851. 

The beginning balance on 
Oct, | will be $3,225,367 with 
the end balance on Sept. 30 
being $3,098,268. 

Of the total $13,197,662 in 
revenues, $8,827,356 is state 
Se 


funds, $1,740,716 is federal 
funds, $2,610,590 is local funds 
and $19,000 is from other 
sources. 

The $13,411,851 earmarked 
for expenditures is reached with 
$7,521,608 going towards 
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vived the intense heat.
